SOLVING A PROBLEM, 


The question of remodélling the 
conditions of the Grand National , 
has agitated the minds of many 


racegoers about this period of the; 


season for the past six 
years, 

“Traditionally we are the greatest 
sporting people in the world, but if 
this tinkering with racing continues 
we shall soon lose our claim to that 
honour. 

At the present time the Grand 
National is regarded as the greatest 
sporting event in the steeplechasing 
world. The new conditions entail

chasers should compete. This,‘in 
my opinion, is not in keeping with 
the great traditions of the race, for 
I see no reason why anyone should 
be barred from having a fair chance 
to win a prize which it is the 
ambition of every owner, trainer, 
and jockey to secure, 
Glamour of the Race, 

That the Grand National is a law 
unto itself admits of no doubt. It 
is unlike any other race in this or, 
any other country. It is the most 
difficult event in the world to win, 
and.at the same timo the most 
sporting contest in the world. Fid- 
dling with the conditions, restrict- 
ing heré and restricting there, and 
the’ race will gradually Jose ita 
glamour.

NATIONAL STUD NOT 
TO BE SOLD YET. 


The Disposal to-Be 
Reconsidered. 


CAPT. SASSOON’S ILL LUCK, 


: London, Feb. 25, 

The National Stud containing 
famous blondstock which was es- 
tablished through the“gencrosity 
of Lord Wavertree during the 
War will not be sold for the pre- 
sent. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer announced in the House 
of Commons that the stud would 
be retained for the present, but 
that the disposal of it might be 
reconsidered later. “ 
While the Minister of Agricul- 
ture ‘admitted that for many 
years past the stud had shown 
a profit, bad luck had removed 
both of Captain Reggie Sassoon’s 
entries from the ‘Grand Nation- 
al, as following the death of 
West Indies in the course of a 
race -at Newbury on January 21, 
the only other entry, Smoky 
Moke, was scratched, probably 
owing to the fact that Captain 
Sassoon, who had hoped to ride 
Smoky Moke, had himself re- 
cently sustained an injury while 
training and was unlikely to ride 
again this season. 


high standing the race has all over 
the world.

On the Continent the principal 
steeplechases and hurdle races are 
at the nominal rate of exchange far 
more valuable than the Grand 
National. 

The great thing about the Grand 
National has been that every horse 
has a chance to win provided he can 
jump, and it matters not whether 
he has failed time and again acrosy 
country, or whether he has never 
jumped a fence. : 

“Novice’ Winner. .. 

Voluptuary, who won in 1884, had 
never competed in a steeplechase in 
public before, and Asc! sega Silve 
who estabishled a recofd’ time 
the race in 1906,. ‘had previously 
only won one small” race in two 
yoars. 

Because during recent years only 
a few animals have ' completed the 
course, there is no reason for an 
outcry for alterations. 

Those who care to go through the 
records will find that Glenside was 
the only one to get round in 1911, 
when notabilities like Lutteur IIL,’ 
Caubcen, Rathnally, and Jenkins- 
town ran, and that in 1913 only two 
horses finished, and unusually safe 
jumpers in Bloodstone, Carscy, 
Dysart, and Ballyhackle were of the 
field. 

To-day there is a scarcity of 
good-class steeplechasers and an 
abundance of the other variety, but 
that is no reason why drastic altera- 
tions should be continued to ba 
made. 

If in June there is a likelihood of 
fifty or sixty three-year-olds going 
to the post for the Derby, and, in 
consequencé, every prospect of a 
scramble, with its attendant good

Assessment of Liquor. 

The Hon. Mr. Edwin Tayler, 
Colonial Treasurer, then moved the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved under section 99 af the 
Liquors Ordinance, 1931, that the 
Resolution of the 22nd day of Octo- 
ber, 1981, assessing the duty to be 
paid on spirituous Jiquors other 
than intoxicating Mquors be re- 
scinded and that duty be assessed 
and paid on such spirituous liquora 
in accordance with the following 
table; 

On perfumed spirits and toflet 
preparations -other than spirituous 
liquors classified by the Superin- 
tendent as Medical Spirits, $10. 

On Medicated Spirits classified by 
the Superintendent as such: 

(a) cuntaining more than 10 per. 
cent. by welght of pure alcohol 


but less than 21 per .cent., 


$2.50. ; 

(b) containing 21 per cent. - by 
weight of pure alcohol but lesa 
than 88 per cent., $5. 

(c) containing 88 per cent. by 
weight of pure alcohol but less 
than 68 per cent., $7.60. 

(d) containing not less than 63 
per cent. by weight of pure 
alcohol, $10, : 

Provided that ‘the dollars and 
decimals thereof ‘stated in - the 

Table shall be conventional dollars 


‘}reckoned as the equivalent of one 


shilling and eightpence sterling; 
and consequently to arrive at the 
actual amount payable in Hong 
Kong currency. the conventional 
dollar stated in the Table shall be 
multiplied by 20 and divided by a 
figure settled by the Colonial 


‘Treasurer from time to time repre-|_ 


senting the average opening selling 
rates for the previous month of the 
Hong Kong and. Shanghal Banking 
Corporation for demand drafts on 
London and until so settled the 
figure shall ‘be 17.24."
